RANGE  AND  FEEDLOT  SALES 


Slaughter  steers  and  heifers  declined 
rather  sharply  under  the  influence  of  liberal 
early  marketings  and  lower  dressed  beef  prices. 
Steers  sold  unevenly  steady  to  $1.50  lower, 
largely  5O0-$1.OO  off  with  the  greatest  down- 
turn on  Choice  and  Prime  offerings.     The  general 
trend  on  heifers  was  also  5O0-$1.OO  lower,   al- 
though some   Standard  and  Good  heifers  were 
steady.   Slaughter  cows  were  largely  steady  to 
500  lower.     Feeder  cattle  and  calves  sold 
steady  to  $1.00  lower.     Barrows  and  gilts  were 
steady  to  500  lower  in  the  eastern  Corn  Belt, 
but  sold   steady  to  250  higher  in  the  western 
cart  of  the   area.     Sows  were  steady  to  250 
higher  at  Omaha  and   St.  Joseph,   but  steady  to 
500  lower  elsewhere.     Spring  and   old-crop 
slaughter  lambs  were  steady  to  $1.00  lower  at 
most  points  but  500-32.00  lower  at  Fort  Worth 
which  received  about  42   percent  of  the  12- 
market  sheep  and  lamb  total. 

SLAUGHTER  CATTLE  AND  CALVES  -  Fairly 
liberal  supplies  Monday  following  recent  price 
declines  influenced  further  downturns  on 
slaughter  steers  and  heifers.     Marketings  were 
later  curtailed  but  the  downswing  continued  as 
wholesale  dressed  beef  prices  sagged  to  a  low 
for  the  year.     Choice  and  Prime   steers  suffered 
the  brunt  of  the  decline  to  draw  the  price 
spread  on  all  slaughter  steers  to  the  narrowest 
range  since   the  first  of  the  year.     High-Choice 
and  Prime  slaughter  steers  sold  750-$l.SO  low- 
er for  the  week,   average-Good  to  average -Choice 
500-51.00  lower  while  low-Good  and  below  sold 
steady  to  500  lower.     Trading,   however,   closed 
active   at  the  week's  decline.     Heifers  grading 
Choice  and  Prime  were   500-31.25  lower,  others 
steady  to  500  lower.     Cows  irregular,  mostly 
steady  to  500  lower  with  prices  at  some 
southern  terminals  off  31.00  while   sales  at 
Chicago  and  St.  Paul  were  steady  to  500  higher. 
Bulls  were  generally  steady  to  500  higher. 
Vealers  steady  to  $1.00  higher  at  leading 
markets  for  this  class. 

Slaughter  steers:     Several  loads  of  Prime 
steers  sold  up  to  "29.50  early  in  Chicago  but 
nothing  passed  $28.00  on  the  mid-week  market, 
lowest  of  the  year.     Choice  and  Prime  bulked 
at  $24.50-27.50  late  in  Chicago;     Choice  largely 
$24.00-25.50  at  other  midwest  markets  where 
Good   steers  sold  mainly  from  $21.50-23.75. 

Slaughter  heifers:     Bulk  Choice  heifers 
$23.50-25.00,     scattered  loads  and   lots  high- 
Choice  and   Prime  reaching  $26.00.     Good  heifers 
largely  $20.50-23.50. 

Slaughter  cows:     Utility  and  Commercial 
cows  sold  from  $14.00-17.50,  mostly  $16.50 
down,  with  Canner  and  Cutter  mainly  $12.00- 
15.50. 

FEEDER  CATTLE  AND  CALVES  -     Seasonally 
small  to  moderate  receipts  of  feeder  cattle  and 


calves  at  terminal  markets  fell  somewhat  short 
of  the  previous  week  but  were  little  different 
in  volume  than  the  same  week  a  year  ago.     Over- 
all quality  was  fairly  typical  for  this  time  of 
year.     Many  shipments  were  of  Good  and  mixed 
Good  and  Choice  grades  and  there  was  a  sizeable 
showing  of  Medium  and  low-Good  but  relatively 
few  high-Choice  and  Fancy  offerings  were  in- 
cluded.    Further  downturns  in  slaughter  cattle 
prices  tended  to  put  a  damper  on  demand  but 
limited  numbers  proved  a  price   supporting  factor 
in  the  feeder  trade.     At  Omaha  and  Sioux  City 
prices  on  Monday  were  steady  to  strong  but  on 
later  rounds  mild  weakness  developed.     Elsewhere, 
prices  were  steady  to  500  lower  and  at  St. 
Joseph  some  sales  were  as  much  as  $1.00  lower. 
At  Oklahoma  City  prices  were  steady  with  the 
full  decline  recorded  there  the  previous  week. 
At  Fort  Worth  the  trend  was  steady  to  $1.00 
lower.     Lessened  competition  from  packer  buyers 
on  fleshy  two-way  kinds  resulted  in  moderate 
numbers  of  partly  fattened  steers  being  pur- 
chased for  further  feeding.     However,  feedlot 
operators  generally  were  very  cautious  in  secur- 
ing feedlot  replacements  in  the  face  of  the 
current  market  for  slaughter  cattle.

Medium 
and  mixed  Medium  and  Good  550-750#  $18.00-23.00. 

Feeder  heifers:     Good  and  Choice  525-70O# 
chiefly  $21.50-25.00;     few  loads  Choice  600-650# 
$25.50-26.00.

HOGS  -  Terminal  markets  -  St.  Paul  and 
Sioux  City  received  slight  increases  in  hog  re- 
ceipts for  the  week,  but  the  general  pattern 
was  for  a  mild  curtailment.     Hence,   twelve  - 
market  receipts  numbered  330,000  or  4,000  under 
a  week  ago,   but  22,000  more  than  same  week  last 
year.     Prices  for  barrows  and  gilts  again  were 
irregular,   prices  at  eastern  Corn  Belt  markets 
were   steady  to  500    lower,   in  general,  while 
sales  at  western  Corn  Belt  centers  were   steady 
to  250  higher.     Sows  sold  steady  to  250  higher 
at  Omaha  and  St.  Joseph,  while  trends  at  other 
markets  were   steady  to  250  lower,   St.  Louis  and 
Sioux  Falls  being  25-500  lower.     Sows  made  up 
between  6     and     13  percent  at  most  terminals, 
while  at  St.  Paul,  sows  accounted  for  18    per- 
cent of  receipts. 
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Barrows  and  gilts:     At  the  close,  U.  S. 
1-2,   190-240?   sold  generally  at  $16.00-16.75, 
although  some  dipped  to  $15.65  at  St.  Joseph 
and  $15.75   at  Sioux  City.     Extreme  for  the  week 
was  $17.25  at  Chicago,  while  the  highest  in  the 
western  Corn  Belt  was  $16.50.     Closing  sales 
No.   1-3,  190-250?   were  at  $15.25-15.75.

No.   1  over  No.   3  live  basis  200-220?  barrows 
and  gilts  was  80#  per  cwt.  based  on  wholesale 
carlot  prices  of  fresh  pork  cuts  at  Chicago, 
Kay  17  to  May  23,   1962  inclusive. 

Hogs  -  Interior  Iowa-Southern  Minnesota 
area  receipts  totaled  317,000  compared  with 
298,000  the  preceding  week  and  316,000  a  year 
ago.     U.  S.  1-3  200-250=  barrows  and  gilts  made 
up  the  bulk  of  receipts.     About  9  percent  of 
the  supply  consisted  of  sows.     Prices  moved 
downward  early  in  the  period  but  strengthened 
later  to  leave  closing  prices  for  butchers  under 
240^  mostly  steady  for  the  week.     Heavier 
butchers  were  steady  to  15£  lower  and  sows 
steady  to  25£  lower.

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WHOLESALE  MEAT  TRADE  REVIEWS 


LESS  THAN  CARLOT  MEAT  TRADE  REVIEW 

EASTERN  SEABOARD  -  Steer  carcass  prices 
were  5O0-$1.OO  lower  at  Washington  and  Balti- 
more and  downturns  of  $1.00-2.00  were  made  at 
New  York  and  Philadelphia.   Cow  beef  sold  weak 
to  500  lower;  veal  steady  to  weak  at  New  York, 
but  $1.00-2.00  lower  at  the  other  market 
centers.  Lamb  prices  were  weak  to  $2.00  lower, 
mostly  $1.00  off}  however  the  trend  was  steady 
to  $1.00  higher  at  Philadelphia.  Pork  loins 
sold  $1.00-3.00  lower}  Boston  butts  $1.00  off} 
fresh  skinned  hams  $1.00-2.00  lower}  spareribs 
strong  to  $2.00  higher. 

Kosher  steer  forequarters  closed  $1.00- 
2.00  lower,  while  veai  aad  calf  held  steady. 
Kosher  lamb  prices  were  steady  to  weak. 

Supplies  of  steer  beef  were  normal,  while 
other  classes  of  fresh  meats  were  moderate  to 
near  normal.  Trading  was  only  moderately  ac- 
tive at  the  various  markets  along  the  Eastern 
Seaboard.  Steer  loins,  ribs  and  veal  carcasses 
found  the  most  dependable  outlet.  Demand  was 
fair  for  pork  but  at  the  close  demand  was  quite 
broad  for  loins  in  New  York.   Clearance  was 
fair  for  most  meats,  however,  small  lots  of 
steer  and  lamb  carcasses  were  carried  at  New 
York  along  with  beef  chucks  and  rounds  at  Wash- 
ington. 

CHICAGO  -  Steer  and  heiXer  beef  sold  500- 
$1.50  lower,  veal  steady  to  $1.00  lower,  lamb 
$1.00  higher,  pork  loins  8-16#  $1.00-1.50 
lower,  Boston  butts  4-8#  steady,  spareribs  3# 
down  fully  $2.00  higher. 

Normal  offerings  were  on  hand  in  the  beef 
and  fresh  pork  divisions,  while  the  veal  and 
lamb  supply  was  only  moderate.   Beef  fell  large- 
ly into  the  top  Good  and  Choice  grades.  Lamb 
consisted  mainly  of  45-65#  carcasses.   The 
volume  of  spring  lamb  continues  to  increase. 

Carcass  beef  trade  was  slow  on  each 
session.  Beef  loins  and  equal  fabricated  cuts 
moved  freely  into  all  channels  with  prices 
working  higher.   Other  primal  cuts  were  mostly 
slow  particularly  chucks,  however,  demand  de- 
veloped for  rounds  by  Wednesday  and  early  down- 
turns were  partially  recovered.  Veal  was  only 
moderately  active  but  the  market  went  unchanged 
except  an  increased  volume  of  Good  carcasses 
showed  some  weakness.  Carcass  lamb  slow  to 
moderately  active,  with  the  best  action  early 
in  the  week.  Lamb  loins  and  ribs  were  readily 
absorbed  but  end  cuts,  particularly  legs,  were 
very  slow.  Demand  was  fair  for  spareribs. 
Pork  loins  and  butts  were  generally  slow  until 
late  in  the  week  when  activity  improved. 


PACIFIC  COAST  -  Inshipment  of  consider- 
able quantities  of  beef  from  Colorado  and  the 
midwest  had  a  depressing  effect  at  West  Coast 
centers.  Steer  beef  sold  slowly  at  weak  to 
$1.00  lower  prices  and  heifer  steady  to  500 
lower.   Cow  beef  moved  at  a  fairly  active 
pace,  steady  to  weak  except  in  Southern  Cali- 
fornia, where  the  trend  was  firm  to  500 
higher.   Calf  and  veal  sold  mostly  steady  ex- 
cept in  the  Los  Angeles  area  where  firm  to 
$2.00  higher  prices  prevailed.  Spring  lamb 
sold  firm  to  $2.00  higher.  Pork  was  steady 
to  $1.00  lower  in  California,  loins  $1.00-2.00 
lower  in  Southern  area.   Fresh  pork  and  sliced 
bacon  sold  steady  to  $1.00  higher  in  Portland- 
Seattle  areas,  other  cured  pork  there  steady 
to  $1.00  lower. 

Supplies  of  spring  lamb,  calf,  veal,  cow 
and  heifer  beef  were  moderate  and  steer  beef 
above  normal. 

CARLOT  MEAT  TRADE  REVIEW' 

CHICAGO,  DENVER,  OMAHA,  NEW  YORK  AND 
PHILADELPHIA  -  Demand  was  poor  and  trading 
slot*  on  steer  and  heifer  beef  all  week.   Sup- 
plies were  fully  normal.  Prices  declined 
sharply  to  reach  the  lowest  levels  since  last 
November  at  some  shipping  points.   Part  of 
the  early  decline  was  erased  in  late  sales  on 
both  classes.   Choice  steer  beef  sold  750- 
$1.50  lower.   Good  steer  was  steady  to  $1.50 
lower,  mostly  steady  to  $1.00  lower.   Heifer 
beef  sold  steady  to  $1.25  lower,  largely  500- 
$1.00  off.   Cow  beef  was  uneven  and  steady  to 
500  lower,  some  $1.25  lower  at  Philadelphia 
and  $1.00  higher  at  Denver.   Clearance  was 
generally  good  on  heifer  and  cow  beef  but  in- 
complete on  steer  beef. 

Demand  narrowed  for  the  normal  supplies 
of  lamb  this  week  and  trading  was  slow  and 
uneven.   Prices  were  steady  to  $1.00  lower  at 
Omaha  and  eastern  centers  but  $2.00-2.50  lower 
at  Denver.  Spring  lamb  sold  steady  to  $3.00 
lower,  mostly  $1.00-2.00  lower.  Clearance 
was  only  fair. 

Demand  was  only  moderate  for  fully  normal 
supplies  of  pork  products.   Pork  loins  sold 
$2.00-2.50  lower  at  Omaha  but  steady  to  500 
higher  at  Chicago  where  prices  showed  the  full 
decline  late  the  previous  week.   Pork  butts 
sold  5O0-$1.OO  higher  and  fresh  hams  were  500- 
$1.50  lower.   Pork  carcasses  sold  steady  to 
$1.00  lower  at  New  York  and  Philadelphia. 
Clearance  was  generally  complete  on  pork  pro- 
ducts.

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BOSTON   WOOL  MARKET  REVIEW 


Supplies  of  greasy  domestic  vorsted  wools  in 
the  Boston  market  was  limited  to  approximately 
six  cars  at  steady  to  firm  prices.  Activity  in 
woolen  wools  slowed  but  prices  held  steady. 
Noils  were  rather  slow  at  unchanged  levels. 
Range  sales  in  the  territory  States  continued  at 
strong  prices. 

Midweek  cables  from  Brisbane,  Australia 
showed  a  good  selection  of  topmaking  merino  wools 
with  quotations  very  firm.  At  the  Melbourne  sale 
the  market  was  active  with  Japan  and  the  Conti- 
nent dominating  the  trade.  General  competition 
prevailed  in  New  Zealand  at  firm  prices.  Trade 
in  South  America  was  very  dull  and  prices  showed 
a  weakening  tendency  on  coarse  wools  from  Argentina 
while  Montevideo  quotations  remained  unchanged. 

Fleece  Wools  -  Graded  64s  good  French  combing 
and  staple  wool  sold  at  an  estimated  clean  cost  of 
$1.22-1.24  while  medium  grade  staple  and  good 
French  combing  fleeces,  including  baby  combing, 
brought  $1.07  clean  basis  on  a  core  test.  Graded 
low  quarter-blood  staple  wool  sold  around  $1.00- 
1.02  clean  basis,  delivered  East.  Country  buyers 
were  paying  from  480-540  grease  basis  to  the 
grower  for  medium  wool.  Recent  Tennessee  wool 
sales  totaling  541,000//  follow:  Lynchburg  21,000,/ 
clear  mediums  57.010,  clear  half  49.500,  Shelby- 
ville  48,100//  clear  mediums  58.430,  clear  half 
48.370,  Carthage  20,000^  clear  mediums  56.500, 
clear  half  49.500,  Gallatin  20,000,/  clear  mediums 
57.250,  clear  half  50.000,  Hartsville  68,500// 
clear  mediums  56.06^,  clear  half  49.000,  Greene- 
ville  12,000#  clear  mediums  57.650,  clear  half 
48.500,  Crossville  23,500#  clear  mediums  58.540, 
clear  half  48.500,  Knoxville  34,000//  clear  mediums 
57.350,  clear  half  48.500. 

Territory  Wools  -  Turnover  of  territory  wools 
was  smaller  than  recent  weeks  at  firm  prices. 
Graded  56/58s  staple  and  good  French  combing 
brought  $1.12  clean  basis. 

Wyoming  -  30,000#  bulk  fine  short  to  average 
French  $1.20  clean  delivered,  12,000//  half  and 
fine  47.00  grease  basis,  f  .o.b.  Utah  -  30,000,/ 
bulk  half,  some  fine  good  staple,  510  grease 
f  .o.b.  Washington  Klickitat  Pool  50,000,/  mixed 
wool  sold  at  54.280  f .o.b.  Goldendale.  Oregon  - 
47,000,y-  valley  3/8s  and  l/4  fleeces  500  and 
3,000,/  lambs  wool  at  460-470  f  .o.b. 

Texas  Wools  -  Original  bag  12  months  wools 
sold  in  Texas  in  a  range  of  $1.28-1.35  clean  basis 
delivered  East  while  8  months  wools  ranged  $1.08- 
1.12.  Grease  prices  for  fine  12  months  wools 
ranged  from  4620-550  while  mixed  grades  in  origi- 
nal bags  brought  400-450. 

Mohair  -  Original  bag  adult  mohair,  without 
kid,  sold  in  very  small  quantities  in  Texas  at 
61g0 -63^0  to  the  warehouse.  There  was  a  little 
contracting  of  fall  adult  mohair  at  56|0  to  the 
warehouse.  Trade  in  the  Boston  market  was  very 
limited. 

Foreign  Wools  -  Offerings  of  spot  foreign 
were  small ,   quotations  strong.  Cabled  reports 
at  week's  end  follow  with  combing  wools  converted 
to  clean  U.  S.  oil-combed  yields  and  short  wools 
to  scouring  yields,  in  bond.

APRIL  1962 

Stocker  and  feeder  cattle  and  calves  shipped  into  8  selected  North  Central 
States  during  April  1962  totaled  421  thousand  nead,    13  percent  more  than  the 
number  shipped  in  during  April  last  year.     Of  the  total  cattle  and  calves  received 
in  these   8  States  during  the  month,    168  thousand  moved  through  public  stockyards-- 
17  percent  above  April  1961.     Direct  receipts  of  cattle  and  calves  during  April  1962 
amounted  to  253  thousand  head,    or  11  percent  more  than  a  year  earlier.     The  direct 
movement  in  April  was  60  percent  of  the  total,    compared  with  61  percent  a  year 
earlier.     Cattle  and  calves  shipped  into  these  States  during  January-April  1962 
totaled  1,  401  thousand  head,   10  percent  less  than  the  January-April  1961  total. 

April  shipments  of  stocker  and  feeder  sheep  and  lambs  into  these   8  North 
Central  States  amounted  to  100  thousand  head,    compared  with  157  thousand  head 
during  April  196l--a  decrease  of  36  percent.     Of  the  total  received  during  April, 
34  thousand  came  through  public  stockyards--30  percent  below  April  1961.     The 
April  1962  number  received  direct  totaled  66  thousand  head,    39  percent  below  a 
year  earlier.     During   January-April  1962,    562  thousand  head  of  stocker  and  feeder 
sheep  and  lambs  were  shipped  into  these  States,    3  percent  less  than  the  January- 
April  1961  total.
